The I<atest Terxas- 

The ^spatches reoeived from Cnnn- 
da on the subject of Bail way Copatruc- 
tion are of a fluffioiently ir^portaut 
character to excite the gravest concern 
n tho minds of all who deaire to make 
British Columbia their home. *Busi- 
nesB-meu, propoity-holdeis, politicians 
— all must recognizo tho gravity of 
the aituation and feel that they are 
now brought face to face with a diffi- 
culty that may be fraught with tho 
gravaat consequenoeB to the counti-y. 
We shall not pause to-day to fasten 
tho responsibility of the present em- 
broglio on tho shoulders where' we 
think that it justly belongs. Elsewhere 
we reproduce a fow lines from an edi- 
torial published by us on the eve of 
the general election, which will he 
found to embody our views as to the 
propriety of placing ourselves in the 
'power of Canada at a time when Can- 
ada is our debtor in a very large sum 
on account of the non-proseoution of 
railway works according to the origi- 
nal stipulation with the Macdonald 
Government; but wo feel it incumbent 
on UB to say that in common with the 
rest of the Province we are taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the nature of 
tho diepatehos now before us. "\Ye 
had hoped that in spite of the refusal 
of the Local Government to legislate 
on tho Carnarvon Terms, and in spito 
of the failure of tho Island llaiUvay 
Bill in the Senate, the work of cou- 
struction would have beeu pushed 
upon the Island in accordance with 
the terms of the Carnarvon Settlement. 
We had several reasons for thus be- 
lievitig. paramount among thorn were 
the location of tho Island line and the 
arrival of steel rails from England. 
The dispatches, however, have diapell- 
ed that anticipation. The Canadian 
Government do not propose to build 
the line from Esqaimalt to Xanaiiuo, 
and offer tho iuHiguificant sum of 
$750,000 in lieu thereof and as com- 
pensation for railway delaysgenerally. 
Whether that sum is intended to apply 
to past or future "delays," we know 
not; but under any circumstances it is 
extremely inadequate and cauuot bo 
entertained. The suggestion is thrown 
out that the Local Government should 
construct tho line; ard were the sum 
offered in compensation increased, say, 
to $2,000,000 or $3,000,000, a private 
company, subsidizod with that sum 
of money and liberal grants of valua- 
ble coal lands, might be induced to 
build and work the road. Under ex- 
isting circumstances that resource 
Ib out of the question. Tho 
Minute is rather indefinite in dealing 
■with the time-limit of the main line, 
which, under the Carnarvon gottloment, 
should be completed by 18'J0; but we 
think that the evident intention of the 
dispatch is to leave the date of comple- 
tion an open question — a point of 
honor, perhaps. "We trust that wo 
need not point out to our public men 
the importance of uniting on some de> 
cided plan of action with respect to 
this important intelligence. What- 
ever may be their differences of opin- 
ion regarding other matters thoy 
should iDOTe us oni mnji in tliis. Tiio 
tirst action should bo taken by the Lo» 
cal House, for which reason we ftie 
Sorry that it was not called two weeks 
earlier than the 10th of January; and 
the Senators and Commoners should 
bear with them to Ottawa and pre- 
sent in a body the solemn opinion of 
our House upon the proposals now 
before the country : supporting it, of 
course, with a statement of their own 
convictions. Our rcpresontativQS at 
Ottawa are our coinititiitioiKil dele- 
gates, and ought to stand between 
the Dominion and this Province in all 
questions virtually affecting our wel- 
fare. Let sectionaliHm bo buried ;por- 
Bonal rancour and personal ambition 
sot aside. "United we stand; di- 
vided we fall." Lotus be calm; but, 
above all, firm and decided. 

Prophetic Words. 

In The Colonist of Soptembor 1th, 
last, appeared an article houdod "The 
Raihvay tho True lasue." In that 
aiticlo the following words wore ue- 
•d:— 

"We hava always thought that to 
MiMpt any money from Cftnada over 
add above what is oars under the 
Terms of Union would be to run a 
great risk of losing our independence 
and placing our necks in a financial 
yoke under which we should not bo in 
a position to demand our treaty Jghts, 
For this reason we are now and have 
always been opposed to the capitali- 
aation of the annual revenue derived 
from Canada. Wo do not question 
the wisdom of constructing roads and 
hndges; but wo maintain that to go 
Into debt to our debtor — to borrow 
money from Canada nt a iimo when 
Canada has violated her trfaty obli- 
gations to UK, Ih the H'.irrst way in 
wliiidi to dolay tlic '^vad wnvV. of Hnil- 
way construction, tho furtbi:rauco of 
•which ought to be a paramount duty 
with every British Colurahinn. On 
this issue, mainly, wo have declared 
war against tho Local Goveruinoiit. 
Tiieir policy is fraught with daus'or (o 
the peace and proRpority uf tlio v.oun- 
tr^, VMicftuM ittuvttt iu6vitabl(V pliico 



US in the power and under the heel of 
Canudj.. Is there anything unmanly 
or dishounst in this ? Are wo show- 
ing any evidence of time-serving when 
we ask the Government not to borrow 
nionsy from Canada? Do wo seek to 
sell the best iulorosts of tho country 
when wo advise tho Govo.xnmont, in 
tho words ol Mr. McOreight, to bor- 
row money in London for roads' and 
bridges on the security of the xeyenue 
we propose to hypothecate, rather than 
take one dollar of money from Canada 
that is not ours undor tho Terms of 
Union until (.'aiir.Lla has first aliown an 
earnest disposition to proceed with 
Railway work ? We tell the people 
of British Columbia that the true is- 
sue is the Railway; and that no man 
deserves to bo returned who will not 
pledge himself to make tho conatruo- 
liou of tho Railway the first duty of 
his political life." 

We ask our readers whether the re- 
sult forshadowed by the above words 
has not beou fully realized V The 
Province is in debt to Canada and 
Canada has domandod of British Co- 
lumbia further concessions.

Pooloy was called. 

Mr. Robertson rnoveil for aa acljoiirn- 
ment on aocouut of tbe non-arrival of an 
important witneiSft, and produced on afii- 
davit setting forth that iustru«tiona had 
been sent to Westminaier ce8p,eot4pg the 
said witni98«, Mr^." Hubbard. 

His Lordship objectad {tU&t tii'ij affida- 
vit did uot bhow that tlio- witness ' had 
bonn duly summoned. : 

'Sir. KobortHOU urged that the fault of 
tlio ageut ought uol lo be visited ou thu 
priiioipa], aod that this waa a oaBS iu 
whioh oonaidorable iutarests were in- 
volved. 

His Lordship said that no ezouse waa 
given on the affidavit for witness' non- 
attendance.

tiM'df "Bamrd Inl^t,. ^Phaton his arrival 
here bi»brbt£er had made' an arrango- 
meniwi&'bim according to which plain- 
tiff and bis wife were to receive SWO a 
month for assisting John Deigbton in 
managing a hotel, whioh the sai.l John 
was about to build at Burrard lolet. 
Plaintiff remained in his brother's service 
from JnljrTS to tha eod^ of^75, and the 
present ol&im was for 'S2780, including 
balance of wages for that lime, and sun- 
dry claims for propsrty alleged to have 
boon sold by defendant. Plaintiff and 
hU brother had several quarrel.^ arising 
from complications produced by John 
Deighton's klootcliman and they separat- 
ai. John Deigbton giT3 a building 
known as the old Ctiobe Hotel to liia bro- 
ther, the pliintitf, who stirted a butcher 
•bop there. Subsequently' in June 7b, 
plaintiff came down to Victoria, while 
here ho heard his brother waa Horioualy 
ill. He went back at once to the Inlot 
and found he was dead. John Deigbton 
left a will leaving his property to a child 
ho had by the klootcliman before alluded 
to. The trusteea of the will refused 
to act, Heuce the present defendant iu 
bis capacity of ofiioial nsaignee took charge 
of the estate and proceeded to administer 
th« same. When plaintiff wont back to 
Bnrrard Inlet after hia brother's death he 
found that the houae that his brother 
bad given him had boon stripped and the 
contents removed to the hotel. Ho was 
told this was by bit brother's order iu or- 
der that it jnigut ba tajten-oare of and all 
had since been sold by the Administrator . 
Plaintiff had only xeceivad $100 of ' hia 
wages. 

ThoB. Deighton was then called to the 
witness box, and gave evidence to provi! 
the hiring of himself and wife by his 
brother at SlOt) a month; also, of witness 
and his wife having assisted to build and 
furnish the Deightou Hotel and to help 
in running it, and likewise having aaan- 
Bgsd it while John Deighton was work 
ing on the steamer Onward; also, to es- 
tablish the gift of the old Globe Hotel 
building to plaintiff by his brother, and 
the value of certain arlicloa of furniture 
in the house alleged to belong to plain- 
tiff, and the value and property in certain 
bogs whicb had been lold and part of thu 
value of wBioH plaintiff aonght to recov 
er.' 

Witnesa was theu severely orosH-cxam- 
ined by Mr, A. R. Robartaon for defend- 
ant, as to the value of the goods alleged 
to have been sold, and as to bow those 
goods w^re obtained, oonnaol remarking 
that it was strange that plaintiff, having 
a claim of $1700 for wages against his 
bMtber, appeared not to have |)r«8|i«d it 
onergettoally,althongh inj^arta of Mb evi- 
dence ba repratdAted himsilirib bi'avfl been 
hard op. 

Witnoea said he did not require money 
for the first 10 months after his arrival 
from England as he bronght elothing (or 
himself and ifife; bad aaked his brother 
for bis vnigei aind was told that ba would 
pigk.'i|htB«bie{ did noi press his brother 
oeoanse he thonght he was bard np. 

Ho exaininod by Mr. Drake— The dis- 
putes were caused by John Deighton at 
tempting when drunk to inako plnintilT 
and his wife wait upon his kloutclunan.

The Great Burial Case at 
Sermnda. 



The Bermuda papers are largely oocu- 
liod by reports of the trial 9,f the trespass 
ase, Ret. MurR Jaines, Roct'Sr of Pem- 
broke Parish, vs. Rev. John Cassidy, 
Wealeyau Minister. The faotH of the cas« 
are thus stated by the Bcrmudian, a papor 
friendly to Mr. Cassidy: 

''One Hester Levy, » member of Mr. 
Caasidy's pongregi^tiou, died, on the iilst 
of June last.. NoUod \/as-Mpt 'on the 
morfaing of that da/; both td Mr, Cassidy 
and Mr. James, requesting, in the same 
words, their presonco at the funeral at Ti 
p.m. .\fterwariLs the friends of the do- 
o(!aaod aiipcur to have sent a iiio.'isago to 
Mr.Janios to inform him that his sorvices 
would noc be required as .Ihey wauteil 
Mr. Cassidy, her pautor, to perform the 
service and ho was willing to do it. In 
accordance ^dth the^ar^apg^meDt with the 
friends, and|frter bi^O'pstqm, Mr. C. held 
part of hisservicid-at thVhouae and then 
the funeral cortege^ proceeded to the 
Parish burial ground, whicb iii also the 
Episcopal Church burying ground, At 
the gate Mr. C. was mot by Mr. James, 
Rector of the Episcopal Church, who 
beems to bavS. been Apprised of Mr. C'n 
intention and was therefore accompanied 
by his OUoTohvfratdens. Mr. O. at once in- 
timated to Mr. J. that as tbo Pastor of the 
deooaBed,and at the requeat of her friends 
ho had como to perform the burial ser- 
vice. Air. Ja'nes and bis cliurohwardena 
protested. Mr. Cassidy ncoupted their 
protests but said he must proceed. Mr. 
J, proceeded ti) read hia servioe and to go 
to the grave, but etopped bccan.so the pro- 
cession did not follow him. Mr. C. be- 
gaoibi&''8prvibe,;thb probosaion following. 
Mr. J</cpntinued to. read, cutting across 
tlio grass to roaoh the grave, ..while tlie 
procession' passed after Mr.O. by the 
walk. Mr. 0. iiuiahod firstj , turned ' and ■ 
left, the majority leaving with him. 

Mr. James commenced an a.ctipn against 
Mr. Cassidy for trespass, fpd . tba. case 
oamof<ip in tb^igiourt jirf-; <ieAe^r48si|Bo 
on'the lSth fiwi. before •Chief Jnatioio 
Wood (forioarly Solicitor General of Van- 
couver Island) :uil1 a-ssistant Judges Har- 
vey and TrimingLiam. Mr. Cassidy 's pleas 
are thus stat'id by the Royal Guznld:, a 
paper friendly to the plaintifT; The de- 
fendafat's onswerin suhstance oonsisied 
oi^tadenial^bf tbv^laintiff's having a free- 
hold in tha church yard, and asserted 
that the freehold waa iu the parishionera,. 
every one of whom has a right to huvo 
burial in the church yard with suohChris- 
tian rites as hia friends deaired. The de- 
fendant further alleged that he, as a Me- 
thodist Minister, duly appointed to this 
statioh by the Methodist Oonforenoo of 
Nova tiootia, bad the freehold of, or a 
freehold in, the parish o^^rch yaid.and a 
ngt^"i2^Bx^'^^<A(j(^ j^ytona the Me- 
thtrdlafaervloe therein, assertitig in con- 
junction witli this olaiiu that tfa'b aiinsal 
Conference of \ova Scotia has eccleri (isti- 
cell jtirisdicliv7i in Berniiulo. 

Un the night of the 16th the Chief Jus- 
tice delivered his charge. Tho Bennudian 
soys: "There were two .great points in 
thak;ofaar§a ^faioti^ yetia l^osi pointedly in

Perak, the scone of hostilities, is a 
State of the MaUy,P§niQ8i;yAi extend- 
ing along its west coast, having Que- 
Jah ou the north, and Hangnloro on 
tlie south. Th(i tow n of Perak, whore 
the Britisli reaidency was attacked, is 
a Biiiall place ou thu river of the same 
namo. Tho British acquired possos- 
sion of Malacca, which la south of Pe- 
rak, in 1821, when they received it 
from the Dutch in oxchango for Ben- 
coolen, in Suin.'Ura. lu time they 
acquired control of Perak^ and placed 
there an ofBciai known as 'the British 
Resident, who is intended to guard 
tho interests of his nation and exer- 
cise a mild Bujjervision over tho native 
Government. This llesitlent, as in 
the case of Mr. Biich, ■who has been, 
murdered, is generally regarded in 
Asiatic States with disfavor by the 
natives, and 13 invariably tha first 
victim of a treacherous revolt. The 
Malays are a lu'own-comple.xionod 
race, rather darker than tho Chinese, 
but not BO Kvvavthy as the Hindoos." 
Tho civilized portion of them are Ma- 
hommednns, and in tho event of the 
war assuming a reiigioiiH aspect, ara 
likely to fight with the desju'iiition 
which i)eii])lo of their creed invariably 
display. The natives on tho Penin- 
Bula greatly outnumber the British 
residents, but aid may always be ex- 
pected from the settlements of Penang 
and Singapore. Being in telegraphic 
communication with Hong Kong and 
Australia, the ISrilish may like\vi;io 
rely upon roinforccmouts coming 
promptly to their assistauce from these 
plaeea. The Straits Settlements, of 
whicli Malacca is one, are of imporl- 
auce to Great Britain from tho com- 
mand they give her of the maritlmo 
highway between China and India, 
as well as for the fapilitieB the^ afford 
for ouU^TiatiDg trade '^ith all of Far-
